During the past ten yean 
there were three 1883, 1887 and 1890 
which reported worst condition in Oc- 
tober and made a yield of 20 to M 
bushels per acre.

The condition of potatoes has de- 


clined during the past month from 74.8 
to 67.7. 
More or leas rot is reported in 


the Atlantic states. In Michigan the 
tubers are generally small on account 
of drought. Low condition is general 
in the eastern, middle, central and 
western states. It is highest in: the 
Hooky mountain region and In the 
•quth, where the crop was gathered 
early In the season.

The condition of buckwheat has de-

part of New Amsterdam now known 
a* went Seventy-seventh street, 1* still 
in existence, and I* called the school of 
the Reformed church. . To-day Hew 
Tork owns 100 public school houses, 
representing an estimated 'value in 
site, and building* of over •15,000,000, 
and provides education in Its grammar 
schools tor more than 9*0,000 pupils, 
boys and girl*. 
- 


Twenty regiment* of grammar school 


boy* of Mew York and Brooklyn and 
Long Island and Jersey City, each regi- 
ment at least 500 strong, marched with 
swinging step and perfect alignment 
in the parade, erery. boy proudly carry- 
ing a flag of his country, prepared to 
honor or defend it 'And this was only 
one division of the paroda. They had 
been preparing for the occasion for. 
week* past, drilling In the armories of 
the sixty-ninth and twelfth regiment*,, 
and In other buildings placed at their 
disposal and in the open square*, so 
that their discipline should be complete 
and their marching as faultless as pos- 
sible.

ous "Institutes." It comprised Hebrew

years of service, instead o( U2,00b 
yearly for three years, the obj M>t being 
to gradually increase the rex rve until 
the numarioal strength of the German 
army equals that of France. 


Bichter declared that the bill la ab- 


solutely unjustifiable. It would cause 
an enormous increase of taxation. It 
provides nominally lor 50,000 additional 
recruit* yearly, but really for 76,000, 
which must be supplied from the sol- 
diers of the reserve. But certain ex- 
emptions being eiolnded the reserves 
will furaiah only 38,000 men. It U

A NOON-DAY ECLIPSE. 


A Great Astronomical Event to 


TsUe Place on the aotb 


Inet. 


The chief astronomical event ot Octo- 


ber will be the eolipse ot the sun, which 
will tske place on the 20th ot the month 
end which will.be visible throughout 
the greater part ot North Aonrioa. Alt 
the United States may see it except th* 
western part of Oregon and California. 
The eclipse will only be partial, however. 
A little over a third of the sun's disk will 
M covered by the, intervening body of 
the moon when the obstruction is at it* 
rreatest, but this u sufficient to noticea- 
bly diminish the splendor of tbe solar 
rays. 
In central standard time the' 


eolipse will begin at 10:53 s. m. and end 
at 139p.m. This will be the third 
eclipse of the year. A total eclipse of 
bhe sun, which was not visible in the 
United States, oosnned on April 26. 
About six week* later, or on May 11, a 
partial eclipse of the moon took plsce, 
whioh was seen along part of the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. On November 4 there will 
be a total eolipse of the moon, but it will 
not be visible in this country.

eclipses a year Is nearly tbe average,. 
The largest nnmber whioh can possibly 
ooonr in a year is seven, five being of th*j 
sun and two of tb* moon, and th* smell* 
est number is two, both ot which will be 
of the sun.

A NOON-DAY ECLIPSE. 


A Great Aatronomioal Event to 


Take Plaoe on the aotb 


Inat 


The chief astronomical event ot Octo- 


ber will be the eolipie ot the son, which 
will tike plaoe on the 20th ot the month 
and which will be visible throughout 
the greater part ot North America. AB 
the United State, may aee it except the 
western part of Oregon and California. 
The eclipse will only be partial, however. 
A little over a third of the sun', ituk will 
lie covered by the intervening body ot 
the moon when the obstruction i> at its 
rreatest, but this ia sufficient to noticea- 
bly diminish the splendor ot the solar 
rays. 
In central standard time the 


eclipse will begin at 10:53 a. m. and end 
at 139 p. m. This will be the third 
eclipse of the year. A total eclipse of 
;he sun, which was not visible in the 
United State*, ooenrred on April 26. 
About six week* later, or on May 11, a 
partial eclipse of the moon took place, 
which was seen along part of the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. On November 4 there will 
be • total eolipee of the moon, but it will 
not be visible in this country.

The largest number which can possibly 
occur in a year i. seven, five being of thSj 
sun and two of the moon, and the small- 
est number is two, both of which will b* 
of the sun.
